1749 ' jC5 at *Portfmouth> dated the 19th in- 
ftant, he gives me an Account of the Inhabitants 
being alarm'd with a fevere Shock of an Earthquake 
on Sunday the i8rh at Six o' Clock in the Evening y 
and that it was felt flronger at the Common^ which
